akfand 
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Condensed Milk and its Manufac- 
ture. 


Condensed mills has of late years be- 


come of so much importance, both at 
home and in foreign countries, Ihnt i» 
few incts in relation to it will not come 
amiss. 
' The first idea of condensing milk np- 
poars to have been entertained b.y the 
well-known scientist, Professor Hors- 
food, whose food products have, per- 
haps, given as much reputation as his 
extended scientiSc knowledge. He first 
conceived the idea of reclnciug milk to a 
powder or to ft doughy paste, which 
should contain all the intrinsic princi- 
ples, of the fresh milk, aud yet keep, 
when packed in tin, nny length of time, 
or in aay climate, and be good when 
opened. These experiments were made 
as early as 1819. After many attempts, 
the Professor satisfied himself that by 
«wporation at a low temperatnre and 
tfee addition oi cam sngar, -aix article 
qctouflrtptodaaed which .would 'retain 
tfcc dc»r«£<}fniliti!flB. 
Gnil Uorden was 


atthistiuis an assistant of Professor 
Horsford, and from some unknown or 
at least unexplained reason, the Profcs- 
-sor made over to his assistant Bord?n, 
the result of his experiments, and the 
future right to use them as ho pleased. 
One year after this curious transaction, 
Borden having iu the meantime perfect- 
ed his process, formed a company, and 
acquiring sufficient capital to \rnsh his 
•enterprise, soon obtained a Kjle for his 
prodncS, and laid the fouudf.tion for a 
uolossal trade. In 18GC a manufactory 
of condensed milk was fonn led in the 
town of Cham, Switzerland, and soon 
became inowii in Europe as favorably 
competing with the natural ^milk sup- 
plied to tho cities. Baton'' Mebig also 
added to its authority by indorsing it. 
In consequence, of the increasing con- 
sumption ia;. Switzerland- nnd Ger- 
uuinv, (^several JVtejfi 
factories, 
were 


"sfartecf, but' "none 
turned 
out as 


good an article or did as much business 
as the' Cham factory. At tha Vienna 
Exposition the product was exhibited by 
fora-1 competitor* in the Geimaa1 depart- 
fflejJt,"'tBteSln "the Swiss,"aa well as cue 
in each of the Norwegian, and '-Spauish 
departments, but it is represented that 
these three latter were deficient both in 
color and consistency. It was discov- 
ered that several of the brands were man- 
ufactured by the f,ame person, and that 
there was really in Europe only four 
concerns engaged in the manufacture, 
namely, 'one each in Cham, Kempton, 
Bavaria, and Tnuringia. The products 
of these fonr factories are essentially the 
same, differing scarcely any under the 
most searching examination. In spite 
however, of the ffctories in Germany 
and Switzerland, we have recently noted 
that there-have bsen some heavy ship- 
ments made to Germany of condensed 
milk. The explanation ,of this fact lies 
in tho tax on sugar, which is surely kill- 
ing tha German condensed milk trade 
and encouraging the importation of the 
foreign manufactured product. There 
are five or six "manufactories of con- 
densed milk in America, which turn out 
in the aggregate perhaps four times us 
much milk &s the foreign factories. Be- 
sides that, within the las't year, the trade 
with Germany has bid fair to take quite 
a quantity of the surplus manufacture 
oft'onr hands. Some of our companies 
are doing a large business with China 
and Japan, where the milk is a great fa- 
Torite.—American Grocer, 


The Sufferings of the Birds. 


The Baltimore Sia\ oi Monday hss 
this paragraph: "The severity of the 
recent extremely cold weather in its 
effect on the birds of the air nnd the 
water fowl has been mentioned. Many 
thousands of crows were frozen and 
starved. Hundreds of them have been 
found' blind, unable to navigate from 
loss of sight, and helpless from cold 
and want of food. It is learned that 
this blindness is caused by the starving 
birds picking each other's eyes ont at 
night on their roosts, where in their re- 
dttced state from hunger they fight with 
desperation, aud practice iu extremity a 
sort of nerce cannibalism on each other. 
JIauy wild ducks have been captured, 
stupefied and starring. 
A gentleman 


living a few miles from Baltimore re- 
ports that tho robins, in great numbers, 
having exhausted tho food available in 
the up-country, or cut off from supplies 
by theitiS and snow-, are driven to the 
borders of the city to satisfy their hun- 
ger. 'In some cases they have stripped 
the holly jtrees of all the berries, and 
gobbled up all the food they could find. 
In one instance there was a robin on a 
holly tree for almost every berry it bore, 
the tree being within a few yards of one 
of the windows of the house. The 
humane master of the house fed them, 
and not only the robins, but the English 
sparrows and other poor little birds, 
found a hospitable resting place and a 
secure hftrbor, compensating the family 
by their songs ol-thauks, and presence, 
The pigeons in tho city havo also suf- 
fered very much from the cold. All day 
yesterday the strange spectacle was pre- 
sented in tho harbor of n fraternizing 
between a large number of crows and 
sea gulls, winch beemed moved by one 
common impulse—the desire to find 
food. It was not uncommon to see a 
score of gulls and twice as many crowa 
together upon the ice in localities wheie 
Dome choice morsels could be found, 
which had been cast overboard from 
vessels, and the cawing of the crows, 
commingled with the shrill notes of their 
white friends, the gulls, made rather 
discordant music. The opinion was ex- 
pressed that the crows, being unable to 
find food on land, were driven by s tav- 
vation to seek subsistence in the harb jr."

The Territorial EWcrj>n> snys it is no 


exaggeration to Miy tlmt Virginia City 
to-day has worse houses, highei icuts, 
poorer accommodations, narrower, miid- 
dier, and at night pooler lighted fctreets, 
than any city of its siie and wealth in 
the world. Nobody coming here on the 
morning train is certain of being able 
to procure a room and comfortable bod: 
the hospitality of the city seems confined 
to the saloons, and tho impression can- 
not but be unfavorable tp any one who 
comes among ns. These things ought 
nil to be changed. The city has a certain 
prosperous future, at least for the com- 
ing iifteeri or twenty years—as long as 
most people h«re can reasonably look 
forward in business. The rent of a de- 
cent sleeping-room now, say of twelve 
feVsl 'square, ii'monthly as nmch os a 
money lendei in S«w York would rtsk 
for the use of 80,000. It is simply out- 
rageous. Of course, newspaper articles 
will not build houses, but if we keep on 
referring to theBHbject, we.may possibly 
indnce'some men of meitim to look into 
the matter, and hence we mean to look 
into the subject until someting ib done. 
Our city fathers can do much after a 
little legislation BQW in progress have 
been completed. 
We hope it will soon 


be iii their power to order lamps for our 
streets, to open crosh streets through the 
rookeiies m various places, to build 
sewors, to giKde, and, on a few of onr 
blocks,'to'pave the btieets. This will 
help wonderfully directly, nnd'will make 
building lots at various points, which 
will be an inducement for people to put 
up decent;.,houses. ,V,ery many antici- 
pate a great influx of people hero flnring 
the next four or five mouths. If they 
come we ea'imot imagine wheie they are 
to be accommodated. 
Eveiy bed in 


town seems to be 'occupied, nnd a stroll 
through the saloons, after midnight pre- 
sents tile-sorrowful sight of dozens and 
scores of men trying to forget their 
wretchedness by dozing the hours away 
in the chairs piovided by the public. 
There is no good reason for this. Build- 
ing; material is convenient and. cheap. 
Mechanics' wages arenoi exorbitant. 3No 
tenants pay thieving • rents more' cheer- 
fully nnd promptly than they do here, 
and still there is noplace to sleep; no 
place of amusement, except a worn out 
and 
dilapidated theatre, no rending 


room; no public libraries; cot even a 
place where one can toko a quiet walk 
without danger of breaking a leg. This 
ia so,'too, when in all the,w.orld there is 
not another place which will gnrautee i e- 
luuneration for improvement like Vir- 
ginia City.
